Wasnincrorn, D. C., March 21.—It was 
thought Jast evening when court closed with 
the most dramatic and touching incident of 
this remarkable trial, that Miss Pollard 
would not be called upon this morning to 
answer uny further questions by the attor- 
neys of Col. Breckinridge. But she was 
again called to the witness chair to com- 
plete the story begun two days ago. 

That the cross-examination of this wonder- 
fully resourceful witness has proved a 
Doomerany for the defense, even the most 
stalwart friends of the gray-haired Con- 
gressman now admit. She has presented an 
array of damaging facts that the defense, 
even with the assistance ofthe smooth and 
silver tongue of the eminent 
Kentuckian, will experience much 
difficulty in brushing aside. She has 
shown that the relations she sustained with 
Breckinridge began when she was a school- 
girl in short dresses; that his jgreat name 
and reputation dazzled and overwhelmed 
her; that these relations continued a month 
after his marriage to Mrs. Wing; that he de- 
nied this marriage and maligned the woman 
who was then his wife. As to the 
promise of marriage, though disputed 
by the defense, Niss Pollard’s testimony on 
this poiht being so strongly corroborated 
by the sworn statements of Miss Blackburn 
and Maj. Moore, All the probing of the al- 
most three Gays cross-examination by But- 
tersworth into the life of the plaintiffin the 
nine years of illicit relations with his client 
has only served to accentuate ber claims 
thatshe was completely in Breckinridge’s 
power, subservient to his every wish; that 
all the deceit practiced upon her confiding 
mother and the honest Gardner 
Rhodes, her self-constituted guardian, was 
planned by the defendant and 
executed by his orders. Then at the close of 
last evening’s testimony came the dramatic 
appeal to the jury, unwittingly brought 
about by the attorney, Butterworth, when 
Miss Pollard broke completely down and 
with sobs and tears told how her life had

HIS VISIT TO THE SEMINARY. 

On the ist ot August, 1884 (Friday), ne had 
been in Oineinnati on business, it occurred 
to him that he had received the request to go 
to Wesleyan College. Having nothing else

It was denied that Col. Breckenridge had 
Sentatelegram to Miss Pollard in the name 
of her mother to goto Lexington, but when 
he boarded the trainthat Friday found her 
on it.

DRAMATIC INCI DEN TS. 


Strong Points in the Testimonylof Miss 

Pollard Under Cross- Examination. 

The cross-examination of Miss Pollard 
after the recess of court yesterday afternoon 
continued along the lines followed in the 
forenoon session concerning the letters 
written to Rhodes to lull the honest old 
gardener’s suspicions. 

Mr. Wilson said that the defense had been 
industrious in getting hold of Mr. Bhodes’ 
papers, and they ought to have the contract 
between the gardener and Miss Pollard. Mr. 
Butterworth denied the presumption. He 
said the defense were not the executors of 
Mr. Rhodes. They had certain papers, and 
had not had muchtrouble in getting them; 
but that did not imply that they had any 
other papers. Mr. Stoll sald that if there 
was any presumption it was that the plain- 
tiff had the contract, as shesaid it had been 
satisfied. Miss Pollard interjected a faint 
„no, but was checked by the lady from the 
House of Mercy. 

Mr. Carlisle then read the evidence which 
Miss Pollard had given in connection with 
the contract. Afterthe reading he said he 
was wrong, and the objection was with- 
drawn. 

. What were the terms of the contract? A 
The contract, sald the witness, was not drawn 
up when Mr. Stoll said.

FORCING THE HAND OF THE DEFENSE. 
At this point Miss Pollard’s lawyers inter- 
fered with the eross- examination.

He would like 
to Know whether such was the case before 
they proceeded any further. He understood 
from the public rints, and from the fact

THE PISTOL INCIDENT. 

Miss Pollard then in answer to Buttgr- 
worth’s question told the story of her at - 
tempt to shoot Breckinridge. She said: 

On Sunday night he @ame to tell me, with a great 
flush of 2 that a company had been formed to 
inelude Mr. hitney and Mr, Fairehiid and all the 
1 Capitalists, with a capital of 830, 000. 

00, forsome sort of railroad scheme. He was to 
represent them, and might have to go te Europe 
rightaway. Went out and came back next day near 
noon, saying: Madeline, how soon can you get 
ready to marry me? I may have to leave to-morrow 
for Kurope, suddeniy, ** I said: ** Willie, I can 
marry you right away.’’ 

After he had gone againI found a revolver in his 
traveling sack, and it awakened my suspicions, be- 
cause he had told me so mapy lies. I had telephened 
to Mr. Whitney and Mr. Fairchild, aud found that 
they had not seen him and did notexpeet to see 
him. had found that there was no private car on the 
track, where he said there was one waiting for him. 
He acted so queer, too. 

Q. Did he act as though he was in his right mind? 
A. As much so as he has any day since then, I said: 
Are you going to keep your solemn promise to 
marry me? If not, lam going to shoot you and my- 
self with the revolver 1 found im your daz. He 
said: ‘‘My darling, I am goivg te marry you, and 
that on the last of this month.“ After that he wrete 
measolemn letterrenewing his promise to marry

Q. Have you that letter? 

Miss Pollard raised her arm impressively, 
while every man in court leaned forward to 
catch her reply. He took it away from 
me, she said, on the 17th day of May, with 
the vilest, vilest lie.“ , 


BRECKINRIDGE HAD A CONSCIENCE. 
After the letter was written and before the 
17th of May, Miss Pollard continued, Col. 
Breckinridge had sent her flowers and had 
talked to her of their future married life to- 


gether. Speaking of this meeting she said, 
pointing her finger directly at the white- 
haired Congressman, sitting with his head 
bowed on his breast and the eyes of the room 
full of men focused uponhim. ‘‘lthink I 
saw something nearer a look of pity on his 
face that day than I ever saw before. I think 
he‘had a conscience on that day and was 
really sorry for what he had done. 

Q. ‘*Did you and he ever have any scenes before 
these unfortunate occurrences?'’ 4. Wife eould 
not be altogether pleasant with anyone living with 
Col. Breckinridge. I had anonymous letters, telling 
me about him and zegro women, Ofcourse I could 
not stand that. 

THE SCENE IN MOORE’S OFFICE. 

Mr. Butterworth then veered around his 
cross-questioning to the visits of Miss Pollard 
and Col. Breckinridge to the office of the 
Washington Chiefof Police. Miss Pollard’s 
story of these visits differed ina few minor 
details from the recital of Maj. Moore, and 
was in greater elaboration. Sue had gone to

dot h of them cowered behind the door. Re- 
producing the imperative tone in which she 
had spoken, Miss Pollard continued: ‘‘I said 
to him, Come with me, Willie, and he came. 
Col. Breckinridge had seated himself ina 
chair in Maj. Moore’s office; removed his hat 
and mopping his brow broached their bus! 
ness with the introduction: ‘Major, this is 
one ofthe tragedies of life.“ Then he nad 
proceeded to announce, ‘There is a probabil- 
ity that this young woman will shoot me. 
She threatens to take my life.“ 

‘*Maj. Moore remonstrated that it could 
not be so bad as that. Col. Breckinridge had 
told him then that he had been intimate with 
her, and that she had borne him two chil- 
dren. She had remonstrated with him, say- 
ing, ‘Willie, wny is it necessary to tell all 
these things?“ 

DID NOT ABUSE HER POWER. 

From this line of testimony Mr. Butter- 
worth turned his questions toa direction de- 
signed toshow that Miss Pollard had held 
Col. Breckinridge under a reign of terror. 

All this she denied, declaring that he had 
importuned herto stay by protestations of 
his love, which she wished the court could 
have heard. She told how he had talked to 
her that last night before he left her last 
spring, telling herthat she must not grieve 
at his short absence; that she must think of 
the future and ofthe baby that was to be 
born. 

Mr. Butterworth asked if it had not always 
been in her power to ruin Col. Breckinridge, 
to which she replied, with emphasis: 1 
had that power, dut I never made a threat 
to him in my life. Inever pressed a thumb- 
screw on him until be had itin his power to 
keep his promise to me and broke it. 


MISS POLLARD BREAKS DOWN. 
The closing scene ofthe day was intensely 
dramatic. When Miss Pollard was asked if 
Breckinridge had often suggested that they 
break off thelr relations, she struck the wit- 
ness box with her open hand: Noll Never, 


never! Thero was never such a word hinted 
on his part,’’ and she continued, ina voice 
choking with sobs: I gave up my babies 
for him because he insisted onit. He said 
that if I kept them they would surely be 
traced to him, A woman cannot do more 
thanthat. Shecan’tdo more than give up 
her children. Ilaid my baby in its coffin be- 
cause it needed a mother’s care, which I had 
not been able to give it; because he made me 
put it away from me. Inever let him see me 
cry over it. I never“ 

But she was not able to finish the sentence, 
It was ended in sobs that shook her frame, 
while tears flowed down hercheeks. Her 
head dropped on her arm and she leaned for- 
ward on the witness- box concealing ber face 
in her hands. She had completeiy broken 
down at the recollection of her sorrow, her 
shame and her paramour’s perfidy.

HOW MRS. WING WAS DECEIVED. 
LOUISVILLE, Ky., March 21.—Discussing the 
rumor that the present Mrs. Breckinridge 
may sue fora divorce, the wife of a promi- 
nent attorney here who isa close friend of 
the lady in question says: There will be no 
suit for divorce. Many have blamed the 
former Mrs. Wing as being a party toa plot 
to prevent Breckinridge fulfilling his vows 


to Madeline Pollard. She knew nothing 
whatever of his relations and obligations to 
Miss Pollard at the time she married Col. 
Breckinridge, 
**Breckinridge knew that Miss Pollard 
would push her claims, and before she had 
time to utterly compromise him he hastened 
bis marriage, making Mrs. Wing his victim, 
both because he loved her and felt her neces- 
sary to his happiness, and also because he 
thought ber of a rank and station that would 
serve as a bulwark against Miss Pollard’s 
statements. I saw Mrs. Wing the day 
she married Col. Breckinridge in this 
city, and from her nervous manner J am 
convinced she began to realize that she had 
been deceived. Col, Breckinridge vowed 
even then by all the saints that he hardly 
knew Miss Pollurd, but that she was a 
woman who was very much in love with 
— „as he was a comparative stranger to 
er.’

Attorney Julian Laughlin's Accusation 
Against Eugene McQuillin, — 


SAID M’QUILLIN RECEIVES $100 FROM 
PROPRIETORS OF A DEVICE. 


That Is the Reason, He Alleges, Thet All 
Establishments Not Using This Device 
Are Frosecuted — Alleged . Unfair 
Methods Used in Securing Evidence— 
The Club Fined. 


Vice-President Julian Laughlin of the Pas- 
time Club, in defending the suit brought 
against that organization by the Smoke 
Abatement Association for vio- 
lating the smoke ordinances, raised 
quite a stirin the Second District Police 
Court, this morning, by an addressto the 
jury in which he claimed that his clab was 
being prosecuted not because it failed to 
abate smoke, but because it did 
not use the right smoke-consumer 
and further that Attorney Eugene : McQuilin, 
who was there to prosecute the case for the 
city, was also the paidagent of the ring 
which controlled this particular smoke-con- 
suming device, and as such received $100 per 
month for his services. 

THE INFORMATION. 

The information filed against the Pastime 
Club alleged that on the afternoon of March 
2, between the hours of 5 and 6, the Pastime 
Athletic Club had allowed the smoke- 
stack On their building to delch forth 
large quantities or thick gray and 
dense black smoke, C:ty Smoke Inspectors 
Samuel R. Fox and Henry Knickemeler testi- 
fled that the information was correct, and 
exhibited a photograph taken of the smoke- 
Stack at that time in evidence. Mrs. Lee, who 
lives at 3916 West Bell place, and Mrs. 
James C. Stewart, who lives at 2914 
West Bell place, testified that the soot which 


dropped from the smoke greatly annoyed 
them and that the smoke had annoyed them 
for years. Mr. Laughlin objected that the 
Pastime Athletic Club could not be held re- 
sponsible for what happened a year ago 
as it did not then have charge of the 
ullding; that it was not charged with 
emitting soot and he declared that the pho- 
tographs were not correct and that ya 
phetographic trick the smoke was made to 
appear dense Diack when it was gray. 
Director Price Lane testified that he 
lived in the West End Hotel and was not 
bothered by smoke from the Pastime chim- 
ney-stack. Then Mr. McQuillin addressed 
the jury, asking that the defendant be fined 
the full amount, $50. Mr. Laughlin began 
his sensational speech in reply.

list, and they understand furthermore that 
any great advance in sugar stock will be 
readily accepted asconclusive proof of the 
great valueto the trust of the protective 
concessions that have been made in the Sen- 
ate.

THE SUGAR LOBBY. 

The sugar lobby, while it has shown itself 
influential enough to control the Senate 
Finance Committee, does not intend ap- 
parently, to abandon the fleld until the bill 
gets to conference. It is not so certain more 
over that the sugar schedule as reported will 
pass the Senate in the present shape, and 
the sugar lobby proposes to remain here, to 
protect the concessions the trust has already 
obtained. Mr. Havemeyer has temporarily 
left the city, Dut the trust has a skillful rep- 
resentative in Washington, in the person of 
Mr. Searles, who has a suit of apartments at 
the Shoreham. While Mr. Havemeyer was 
atthe Arlington all the senatorial specu- 
lators flitted in and out of his parlors, and 
had repeated conferences with him.

The Post-DISPATCH . correspondent at- 
tempted to see Mr. Searles to-day, and his 
experience illustrates the secrecy with which 
the representative of the trust conducts his 
operations. Mr. Searles was engaged witha 
caller when the PostT-DISPATCH man’s card 
was sent to his rooms. An answer came 
back promptly that Mr. Searles would be 
down.’’ Fifteen minutes elapsed and Mr. 
Searles’ caller had evidently retired, for 
word came down to come up. The youth- 
ful Secretary met the Post- DISPATCH man at 
the door of Mr. Searles’ apartments, and 
after eying him suspiciously for a moment, 
asked it the Post-DISPATCH man Gesired to 
see Mr. Searles personally.“ He was an- 
swered in the affirmative.

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WAS SHE MURDERED? T 


Investigating the Mysterious Hilling of 
Type wor Miss Fuller. 


New York, March 21.—The body of Miss 
Martha J. Fuller, the typewriter, who was 
found dead in Lawyer Joseph T. Magee’s 
office last Saturday evening, witha pistol 
bullet in her head, will be buried this after- 
noon, The result of the autopsy has not yet 
been made public. It nas been disclosed 
that the bullet entered Miss Fuller’s head on 
the right side instead of the left, just to the 
right of the temporal fossa, had passed 
through the head and upward, coming out 
of the left side at a point one-half inch higher 
than the point of entrance. There were no 
powder marks whatever, and the flesh on 
neither side of the head was burned. 

The wound on the right side at the point of 
entrance being oval, is an indication, ex- 
pertson pistol wounds agree, that the ball 
hadturned before it had entered the head. 
The doctor said that there must have been 
some little space between the head and the 
pistol for the bullet to turn and make sucha 
wound as this. Experts agree that if the 
pistol had been heid a little way from the 
head, any distance up to eighteen Inches, 
there would have been powder marks and 
burning ofthe flesh. As to Miss Fulier hav- 
ing held the pistol eighteen inches away from 


her head and shot herself as she was shot, 

Dr. Weston saidit would have been impos- 
ble. 

NR disclosures seem to set aside the 

theory of suicide. 

Miss Fuller was shot at 5:30 p. m. Saturday. 
A moment or twolater, when some tenants 
of Nassau Chambers rushedinthey saw her 
lying in the agony of death on the floor by 
lier typewriter desk. Magee, who Is held as 
a prisoner inthe Toombs, and with whom 
Miss Fuller had been inthe office alone for 
overan hour, was pacingup and down the 
floor excitedly wringing his hands. He re- 
covered his self-possession almost immedi- 
ately, however, and when a boy from a 
neighboring office picked up the revolver 
which lay alongside the prostrate woman 
Magee sharply chided him, saying: 

„Fou should have let that pistol 
where it was!’’ 

Magee’s account of the shooting is that 
Miss Fuller had started to leave the office, 
and then asked himto excuse hera moment 
and returned to the room in which his desk 
and her desk were located. He heard the 
shot, and, rushingin, found her speechless 
and dying on the floor. The prisoner told 
this story to Coroner Fitzpatrick. 

But Dr. Conway’s autopsy atsclosed that 
Miss Fuller was shot in the left temple. The 
pistol was held close to her head. The devel- 
opment of her right arm and side showed 
that she was hot left-handed. Her left hand 
was partly gloved, The glove was drawn 
over four fingers, but notthe thumb, and 
lay clinched in the palm of her hang. Ihe 
bullet went straight through her fétehead 
and came out of her right temple. 

No woman, unless she was in the habit of 
using her left hand altogether for such things 
as writing, holding a knifa, a pistol, or other 
articles, could have fired that shot. Itis 
difficult to believe thateven a left-handed 
woman, withthe hand and wrist of a glove 
wound about her hand, could have taken ac- 
curate aim witha revolyer and fired the shot 
which killed the unfortunate typewriter. 

Magee’s uncle, Frank Thompson, a ma- 
chine Manufacturer at No. 178 Center street, 
and all his friends assert that the young law- 
yer is a man ot the highest moral character, 
studious, not fond of society, and the very 
reverse Of What is known as a lady’s man. A 
reporter discovered that Magee was married 
seven years Or longer ayo. His wife obtained 
a divorce from him two years agu, anda 
child, a little girl, is now living in the fam 
ily of Mrs. S. J. Evans at No. Putnam 
avenue, Brooklyn. The child is 6 years old. 
Magee also @sserted that his relations with 
Miss Fuller Were of the most formal nature, 
and that he never met her outside of the 
office except on a few occasions when he 
called at her house to see her mother or accl-

All this is true. The cuckoo organ might

WHAT THEY WANT. 

In the latest of his interviews on the sub- 
ject of the May convention, Gov. Stone 
says: 

Te scheme which was incubating in St. 
Louis and Kansas City to capture the con- 
vention is not now likely to hatch in May. 
The rural roosters do not prowl as late at 
night as some, but they are up pretty 
early in the morning. It is a 
very sly scheme, indeed, if they 
do not catch on. One might judge 
from what we see inthe papers that every- 
body is for silver now, and that noone ever 
dreamed of the possibility of the State Con- 
vention indorsing the policy of demone- 
tizing silver and issuing bonds. We really 
appear to be a very happy family. 
But all this unanimity has come 
about since the little whirlwind 
of the last two weeks has shown 
how protest may developinto a hurricane of 
resentment. I think that the danger of com- 
mitting the party in this State to the Wall 
Street policyis past ifthe people remain 
Vigilant to the end, and they cannot 
safely relax their vigilance for a moment 
until the convention is over; and this 
is true whether the convention be held at 
one time or another, There is no danger 
of the Missouri Democracy indorsing the 
position already taken by the Administration 
on silver and bond issues, either in May or 
August, if fairly represented. It is pos- 
sible, of course, that by August the situation 
may materially change. The President and 
Congress may get much closer together 
and do many sensibie things, and Demo- 
cratic things, between now and August. 
» Thave believed, and still believe,that 
delay would have been the better policy, for 
the conditions upon which we might harmo- 
nige in framing a platform may be far more 
favorable in the summer than in the spring; 
they certainly will not be any worse. 

Gov. Stone seems to think of the silver 


question asthe only subject of disagree- 
ment between the Cleveland Administra- 
tion and the Missouri Democracy. By

PLUTOCRATIC EFFRONTERY. 


The principal reason given by Senator 
McPherson for his opposition to the in- 
come tax is that it is unnecessary because 
the tariff bill as reported to the Senate 
provides for sufficient revenue without it. 

But how was the provision for sufficient 
revenue without a tax on the incomes of 
the rich made? How was the necessity for 
thisform of taxation on surplus wealth 
removed? That is the test of the sound- 
ness of Senator McPherson’s objection to 
the income tax. 

No one can answer this question better 
than Senator McPherson. He and his 
fellow ‘‘conservatives’’ forced the 
changes in the tariff bill which made an 
income tax unnecessary. They did not 
do this by levying taxes in an- 
other form onthe surplus of the wealthy, 
but by insisting upon the reimposition of 
taxes on the necessaries of the plain peo- 
ple. Senator McPherson has protected 
the rich from their just burdens of taxa- 
tion by placing heavier burdens on the 
mass Of citizens. 

But the taxes which Senator McPher- 
son and his associates have had put 
into the bill as a substitute for the 
income tax are not only designed 
to relieve surplus wealth of taxa- 
tion, but to add millions to surplus 
wealth by the taxation of the people, His 
work, therefore, is a double blessing to 
the privileged few and a double curse to 
the people. 

It is Senator McPherson’s own service 
to plutocracy which he sets up as an argu- 
ment against taxing wealth, and fresh 
from his plutocratic victory he has the 
effrontery to denounce a measure designed 
to destroy privileges and to equalize the 
burden of taxation between rich and poor 
as ‘undemocratic and un-American.’’

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A GLIMPSE OF THE TRUTH. 

It cannot be said that the Interstate 
Commerce Commission has accomplished 
anything for the public, or answered even 
inasmall degree the expectations raised 
by the interstate law. But in the belated 
report for 1892, recently published, there 
are two passages which go to show that the 
members now and then catch a glimpse of 
the truth. Commenting upon the low 
dividends paid, the report says: 

The fact that the present rate of dividend 
is low cannot be assigned to the effect ot the 
act toregulate commerce. Under its work - 
ings the rate of dividend has been increased. 
If the issue of railway capital bad been con- 
fined to the amount necessary to construct 
and equip the properties, itis clear that un- 
der normal conditions of business there 
would be much more satisfactory returns. 

And again; 

The capitalization of the 162,397 miles cov- 
ered by the report was on June 30, 1892. 
$10,226,748,184. Of this amount $4,683, 105,763 
were represented by stocks and $5,053,038,050 
by funded debt. The above figures show an 
increase in capitalization during the year 
1892 of 3397, 278,119. In view of the slight 
activity in railway construction, this in- 
crease in capitalization is worthy of especial 
notice, In large measure it is due to 
investments by large corporations in minor 
companies and to reorganizations. In quite 
a number of cases also stock dividends have 
been issued. 

These two extracts point to the real evil, 


which is over-capitalization. The capital 
ofthe mileage covered by thereport is 
$65,000 a mile, at least twice what it ought 
to be. But the capitalization of the new 
mileage for 1892 amounts to 25, 000 a mile, 
or four times the actual investment. This 
increase, as the commission points out, 
was accomplished by the purchase of 
small roads and paying four times their 
value in stock or bond issues, A Union 
Pacific case, for example, is that in which 
a road costing $1,200,000 was bought with 
bunds amounting to $14,000,000. Upon 
these inflated values the companies are 
now tryingto pay interest and dividends.

The Board of Public Improvements In- 
spects the New Waterworks. 


At 1o'elock this afternoon the harbor boat 
having on board the members of the Board 
of Public Improvements and several repre- 
sentatives of the press, left the foot of Wash- 
ington avenue for the new city water-works at 
the Chain of Rocksto inspect the progress 
made on the works during the last year. The 
two large Worthington engines, which have a 
pumping capacity of about 20,000,000 gallons 
each per day are about completed and ready 
to be tested. As the city must furnish the 
steam for this test, and there are no dboilers 
at the works,this test will have to be delayed 
for at least four or five months. 

The contract for these two Worthington en- 
gines were let on Oct. 6, 1890, and the 
cost was $299,500. There was thought 
to be a ‘‘nigger in the woodpile’’ 


atthe time this contract was let. The esti- 
mate of the Board of Public Improve- 
ments was $300,000, and the Worthington 
people bid just $500 less. It being the 
lowest bid, the board claimed it had no al- 
ternative but to accept it, and the City 
Council in the same manner innocently con- 
tended that there was no plausible reason 
why it should not be approved, ' 

There was a general howl at the price, it 
delng considered exhorbitant, and there was 
no reason why the board in the exer- 
cise of its powers should not have rejected 
all bids. It was hinted, however, that the 
agent of the Worthington people was very 
active atthe time both among the members 
of the Board and also of the City Council,and 
whatever objections there may have been 
they were soon swept out of the way and the 
contracts awaraed. 

To show how much the city lost by this one 
contract, it is only necessary to refer to the 
letting of the contract not long ago for two 
Similiar engines with a capacity of 380,000,000 
gallons each instead of 20,000,000. 

This contract was awarded tothe E. P. 
Allis Company of Milwaukee, for $156,000 or 
just $143,500 less than forthe two Worthing- 
ton engines of 20,000.000 gallons capacity less. 

The board to-day, in inspecting these 
engines, thought they were ‘‘beauties,’’ 
and they were, $143,500 dbeauties. 

But these *‘beauties’’ have yet to be test- 
ed, and, owing to the long delay of the City 
Council in approving a contract for vojlers, 
the completion of the new works will be thus 
correspondingly delayed.

There were thirty-two presidential appoint- 
ments made on March 30,1890. The number 
made by this Administration between March 
4, 1893, and March 18. 1894, was 1,720, The 
total number of presidential post-offices in 
operation March 12 last was 3,424. 

Figures of appointments of fourth-class

Alextan Brothers’ Hospital from the effects 
of being assaulted with a club by Pat 
Condon, a horseshoer, whose shop is on 
Eleventh street near Pine street, on Saturday 
nicht last was begun at 11 a. m. to-day. 
Jacob schrempp of Appleton City, Mo., a 
brother of the deceased wasthe first witness. 
He testified that his brother was 25 years old, 
single and was born in Illinois. 
Dr. James J. Drace, the physician who 
_ @ttended Schrempp, testified as to the na- 
. tute of Schrempp’s injuries and his death. 
* Officer John McMullen, who arrested Condon, 
testified that Condon said to him that he haa 
given a man who had assaulted him pre- 
viously a good beating. 


THE FIRST WITNESS. 

Valentine Martin of 1019 Pine street, was 
the first witness who had seen the assault to 
testify. He was standing on the southwest 
corner of Eleventh and Pine streets and 
saw a man whom he identified 
as Condon strike Schrempp 
with a club at the southeast corner of the 
intersection of Eleventh and Pine streets 
Outside of the door of a saloon. Con- 
don struck Schrempp on the head 
and sida with a club which he held 
in both hands. Schrempp staggered 


against the goor of the saleon and Condon 
struck himagain. Schrempp fell to the side- 
walk and rolled over on his back, 
and Condon struck Schrempp three 
more blows on the side of his head. 
Witness ran across the street, and another 
man told Condon not to strike Schrempp any 
more. Witness said the citizen who inter- 
fered was present and would testify. 
Witness did not see any one interfere 
and draw a revolver and threaten 
any one who might attempt to interfere, Wit- 
ness thought that Condon had a gun. The 
time was somewhere about 10 o'clock. 

James Caffarata, who keeps the saloon in 
front of which the assault took place, 
saw a man whom he did not recog- 
nize Strike Schrempp two blows 
while the latter was lying onthe sidewalk. 

Harvey Hybe,r who works for Penny & Gen- 
tles, saw Condon walk up to Schrempp 
and draw back and strike him 
twice with a club, Knocking him 
Gown. Hestrack him three times while he 
was Ccown, Witness did not hear anything 
Said before the blows were struck. Wit- 
ness also testified to a man at- 
tempting to interfere in Sehrempp's 
behalf. Was asked if he saw John Thomas 
Brady, who was arrested on suspicion of 
having been present and attempting to 
keep people from interfering. Brady 
Was pointed out to witness and he 
said that he did not see him there, and also 
Stated that no one excepting the citizen re- 
ferred to attempted to interfere. Condon 
exhibited a revolver after the assault and 
walked off. 

C. F. Waddell of 4015 Page avenue was pass - 
ing and saw one man strike another three 
times with a club, using both hands and 
Striking a 16ft handed blow. A small 
sized man attempted to interfere, when 
the man who had struck the 
other reached back toward his ip pocket, 
andthecitizen drew back. Thereupon the 
man who was assaulting the other went 
back to where the man was lying ang struck 
him again, After the assault the 
man who was assaulted was assisted to 
Earle’s livery stable, and he was revived and 
walked tothe Dispensarv, where his injuries 
were dressed. \\ itness did not recognize the 
man who committed the assault.

TRE CELIUS' SUIT. 


Testimony in His Action Against Bier- 
man for Slander—Court News. 


The slander suit of Charles O. UCrecelius, 
ex-cashier of the Fifth National Bank, 
against Paul H. Bierman was on trial this 
morning in Judge Valliant’s court. The suit 
grows out of a former suitin which Bierman 
was being sued fora note which Anna C. 
Crecellus held and claimed was still 
due her. During the trial of the case 


Mr. Bierman declared the indorsement 
on one of the notes to be a rank forgery of a 


very clumsy quality. Mr. Crecelius brought 
suit for slander in consequence. The case 
was argued on law points all day yesterday 
and the first witnesses put on the stand 
to-day. 

The firgt witness called was Clerk Gus 
Priest, Clerk of the Court, No. 5, in which 
the original case was tried. 

Mr. Priest identified the petition in the for- 
mer case and the memoranda upon it as 


those made by him when the judgment was 
rendered 

The stenographer of the court, F. E. Nev- 
ins, then searched about for his ‘notes taken 
atthe time of the trial in November, 1893. 
When Clerk Priest was called upon to testify 
he was sworn bythe Judge, and when the 
stenographer was sworn by Clerk Priest he 
kept his place at his little table and took 
down his own testimony. 

Mr. Krum for the defendant objected to 
everything. But finally the case got fairly 
started, and the testimony of Mr, Nevins was 
admitted as to the transcript of that portion 
of the evidence upon which the suit Is based. 
District Attorney Clopton read the petition 
in the suit of Anna Crecelius, which was 
tried last November before Judge Valliant 
Some most minute law points were raised by 
both sides, anda good de lof arguing was 
done by the attorneys. On the question of 
admitting the stenographer’s notes as evi- 
dence there was a great struggle,which was 
finally concluded by the Court ruling that the 
stenographer might refresh his memory 
from his notes, but that the notes themselves 
could not go in as evidence. 

Ihe reporter of the PosT-DISPATCH, who 
reported the case at the time the alleged 
slander was uttered was next called and 
there was some argument over the admis- 
sion of his testimony unless it could be shown 
that Bierman was responsible for the publi- 
cation and had instigated it. Mr. Krum 
argued that Mr. Bierman was in no way re- 
sponsible, and 2 Clopton said he was in-

Would Be Murderer and €Euicide 


3 wae Improving, but Mot Out of Danger 
a Bpeaks Very 


Disrespectfully of the 
Woman Fe Claims to Love—Her 
Story of Eis Indignities. 


It is now thought that both Miss Minnie 
* ng and her would-be slayer, Edward 
St. George Courtenay, the actors in what at 
Orst promised to bo a double tragedy, will 
recover. Miss Schilling is regarded to-day 
as out of any actual danger. Since the ballet 
in her neck was removed last evening she 
Das recovered rapidiy, and Dr. John A. J. 


James, whois attending her, promises that 


she will be able to leave her bed to-morrow. 
As it was the bullet caused merely a severe 
flesh wound in her neck, but had it deflected 
slightiyin the opposite direction it would 
probably have proved fatal. 

Courtenay lies on a cot at the City Hospital, 
tossing and groaning in an agony of pain. He 
is suffering tortures to-day from his two 
Seif-infliicted wounds, one inthe left side of 
is breast and the other inthe right side of 
hig head. Notwithstanding his condition, 
Dr, Marks thinks he cap pull him through: 
If he lives, which is by no means certain, he 
Will not have the sight of his right eye. 

Between his spasms of pain Courtenay 
talks freely about the shooting and the cir- 
cumstances leading up to it. He 
does not hesitate to use pro- 
fanity or to placken the character 
ofthe girl ne tried to murder. The love he 
Still professes for her must be ot a pecullar 
kind, to say the least, in view of the claims 
he makes regarding his conduct toward her. 
He is not at all deterred from lying, swearing 
and slandering by the belief he holds that he 
is going to dle. : 

COURTENAY’S STATEMENT.

The girl then related a long story of the In- 
dignities and crue!ties she had been forced to 
submit to ſor a long time past. Courtenay, 
she said. had pointed a pistol at her aud 
threatened to kill her many times. 
She acknowledged ee and. signing a 
contract to Hive with him and marry 
him, but said she did so as he held a pistoi to 
her head. After slie had signed the paper he 
turned the pistol on is niece, little Olive 
Clibborn, and made her sign her name as a 
witness. She also claimed that he had 
slapped her face. He was in the habit 
of taking chloral, and at times would 
force her to swallow some, thus rendering 
her upconscious. He had forbidden her to 
speak to her brothers under penalty of death. 

According to Miss Schilling the present in- 
stance is not the frst attempt which Courte- 
nay has made to take his life. Two years 
ago, she says, he cut his throat in Toronto, 
Canada, and the scar 1s still to be seen. She 
also exhibited a bad cut on herjhand, which 
she claims he inflicted in tearing her dia- 
mond ring from her fimger. she alleges 
he has repeatediy taken her money 
from her, thathe made her buy food and 

coal out ‘of her own funds when she was 
keeping house for him, and that at present 
he owes her over $75, which he forced ner to 
„loan“ him. 

That Courtenay contemplated the murder 
of Miss Schilling is apparent. Mr. Bewtg 
says that he learned this morning that the 
man slept the night preceding his attempt at 
the Lindell railroad barn on Chouteau ave- 
nus, near Jefferson avenue, and told the 
men there to call him early, as he had 
some dirty work to do,’

WASHINGTON, D. C., March 21.—Col. A. E. 
Redstone, the local representative of Coxey’s 
Commonweal Army, was distributing maps 
and pamphlets of the proposed march on 
Washington about the House of Representa- 
tives this morning.

A BURIED TREASURE. 


An EI- Slave Bored for It. Eut Was Driven 


Away by Ghosts. 


Another seeker after hidden treasure 
turned up at the Mayor’s officethis morning 
in the person of an old-time darkey, about 
56 years of age. He gave his name as An- 
drew Coffee, and looked it. He first tackled 
Sergt. Mere and told his story and was 
then told to walt until Acting Mayor 
Nagel arrived, when the matter 
would be laid before him. Coffee says he 
lives at 4312 Mafmmitt avenue and that the 
hidden treasure he is seekingto unearth lies 
in an alley in city biock 3683, betwegn Lucky 
street and Cote Brilllante avenue. He has 
taken into his confidence as a partner in the 
enterprise Mr. Joseph T. Lugton, a wood 
and coal dealer, whose place of vusiness is at 
3949 St. Ferdinand street. 

the treasure consists of gold and silver 
coin which was buried in the center ofa 
cluster of trees which grew on the farm of 
Jacge Robert Wash. All of these trees have 
been hewed down and the lines of the farm 
obliterated by the advance of the city. 

There are now standing in this alley two 
trees and the old darkey is sure there is a 
fortune underneath them. Whathe .wanted 
was a permit to be allowed to digin the alley. 
He was very communicative on the subject 
and his story was very interesting, although 
slightly imaginative,

‘Lhe old fellow Is perfectly honest in his de- 
llegthat the money is buried in that alley. 
He is sure the spirits of departed generations 
are baunting the place and he Wants the 
sanction of the law before he tackles it 
again.

MESSAGES OF CONDOLENCE FROM ALL 
PARTS OF THE WORLD. 


The Remains, With the Ashes of His Wife 
and Daughter, Will Be Removed to 
Hungary for Interment — Profound 
Griefin Buda Festh—Sketch of Hun- 
gary’s Great Son. 


TURIN, Mareh 21.—The municipal autbori- 
tles have placed themselves entirely at the 
disposal of the Kossuth family in regard to 
the arrangements being made for the funeral 
of Louis Kossuth, the distinguished patriot 
who died at 11 o’clock last night. 

The authorities expressed the desire that 
the remains should be buried in the pan- 
theon, in which many of the iliustrious dead 
of Italy have their last resting place. But 
the family has decided to remove the re- 
mains to Hungary, and, together with the 
remains of his wife and daughter, which are 
interred inthe English Cemetery at Genoa, 
they will be escorted to Buda Pesth, where it 
is expected they will be givena public fu- 
neral. 

The remains will be kept here until the 
bodies of his wife and daughter are exhumed 
and all the preparations for the funeral in 
Hungary have been completed, The dead 
man’s sons will accompany the bodies to 
Buda Pesth. 

A cast of Kossuth’s face was taken to-day 
and the body was then embalmed. 

Many messages of sympathy have reached 
the family. They are coming from all parts 
of Europe as well as from America. 

MOURNING IN HUNGARY. y 

Bupa PEstu, March 21.—The greatest grief 
is expressed here at the death of Louis Kos- 
suth. Mourning emblems are being displayed 
on all sides and every newspaper in the two

Chief Incidents in the Life of the Great 
Magyar. 

Louis Kossuth was born in Monoxk, Hun- 
gary, April 27, 1802. The precocity of his 
boyish mind attracted Baron Vocsey, who 
caused him to becareflly educated, He 
studied law and soon became known as an 
opponent of the despotic pretensions of the 
Austrian Government. In 1832 he entered the 
Presburg Parliament as the representative 
of one of the great magnates, who were at 
that time allowed to appear in the Chamber 
by proxy. The press was under strict 
censorship, but Kossuth started a manus.

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reforming party, He induced the Govern- 
ment to forma Hungarian Ministry, in which 
Kossuth was Minister of Finance, Its first 
acts were to carry through the series of 
liberal reforms which had been inaugurated. 

Equality of civll rights and ability to tax- 
ation for all classes were decreed, and the 
nobles renounced their privileges. The land 
system was transformed and the franchises 
widely extended; Kossuth meanwhile had 
effected useful reforms inthe financial sys- 
tem. But these labors were interrupted by 
the insurrection of the Croats and Serbs, 
secretly supported by the Vienna Govern- 
ment. Ina great speech in Parliament on 
July ll he called upon the Magyars to defend 
themselves and demanded on the part of the 
Government credit for 42,000,000 forins and 
200,000 men. 

The!Austrian Government revoked the!grant 
ofa responsible Ministry to Hungary and re- 
fused to recognize the new laws. Kossuth 
was then made President of the Committee 
of National Safety. In October revolution 
broke outin Vienna. Kossuth determined to 
support the insurgents, ordering a mach on 
Vienna, but the Magyars were Deaten and 
obliged fo fall back behind the Danube, 

On the abdication of Ferdinand the Hun- 

garians refused to recogalze Francis Joseph, 
and Kossuth conveyed the crown of St. 
Stephen to Debrezin, from which town, and 
afterward from Scegedin, he carried on the 
government. In the spring of 1849 the 1 . 
garian forces beat the Austrians in so many 
battles that the latter sought help from 
Russia. The Hungarians responded by de- 
creeing the deposition of the House of Haps- 
burg and nominating Kossuth as Dictator. 
The imperialarmies began closing in on all 
sides. Dissensions broke outin the Hun- 
garlan army and on Aug. 11, 1849, Kossuth 
resigned his Dictatorship. The Hungarians 
were routed everywhere by the ailiedarmies 
of Russia and Austria, and Kossuth ned to 
Turkey. 
Doubtless the exiled patriot, in response to 
thedemands and threats of Austria and 
Kussia, would have been surrendered dy 
Turkey to be puttodeath. But England and 
Ameriea intervened in his behalf and his 
safety was thus secured. And presently the 
United States Government sent its steam 
frigate Mississippito bring him to America as 
the nation’s guest. 


It was on Sept. 1, 1851, that Kossuth and 
his comrades in exile set out on horseback 
from Kutalah, in Turkey, on their way to the 
land of liberty. On the 10ththey reached 
the shore of the Dardanelles, and they 
were received on board the Mississippi with 
all the honors due a nation’s guest. Next 
day they weighed anchor and started 
forthe west amid the salutes of the sur- 
rounding Turkish fleet. At Smyrna, Syra, 
Spezzia and other ports marked honors were 
paid to them. 

On arriving at Marseilles Kossuth asked to 
go through France as the most rapid mode 
of travel would take him. The request was 
sentto Paris, and a flat refusal was sent 
back 

The 


Everybody was surprised. people 
were greatly exited; they surrounded the 
frigate as she lay inthe harbor in myriads, 
singing the Marselllaise’’ and other repub- 
lican songs, cheerios the United States. 
bearing the stars and stripes surrounded by 
awreath of immortelles, and in every way 
testifying their joy that the exiles were un- 
der the N of a nation that was in 
fact as well as in name a republic. 

As the Prince - President ulis Napoleon, 
who was even 1 Ape ey the coup d etat, 
feared to let the champion of liberty pass 
through France, the journey was continued 
by water to Gibraltar. Thence he went to 
England in an English steamer and made a 
tour of that cou „ being received with 

usiasm everywhere, 
5 he hed 
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left. During his stay Kossuth met nearly all 
the eminent men in this country. 

Kossuth hats—soft felt, broad brimmed 
chapeaus—took the place of pretty nearly all 
other styles of hats for men, 

He had several conferences with President 
Fillmore,and the kindness with which he was 
recelved, coupled with the warmth: with 
which he had been figuratively clasped to the 
public breast, led Kossuth to think that he 
might begin here a movement to tear Hun- 
gary from Austria. To advance this plan 
Kossuth had engraved and printed some 50. - 
000, 000 florins of paper money, which he in- 
tended to ship to agents in Hungary when 
the proper time came, When he got as far as 
that it was made clear to him that President 
Fillmore would, not even listen to such a 
scheme, much less sanction it, and that the 
American people didn’t care to interest 
themseives in a matter in which they had no 

ersonal concern. Then the money was 

urned. 

Kossuth left this country in 1632 and went 
to Europe, where he spent many years trav- 
eling about lecturing and working for the 
Hungarian cause. In 1859 he hoped to get 
France to fight Austria and thus give Hun- 
gary a chance to rise again, but in that he 
was dtsappolinted. As Jate as 1866, when Aus- 
tria and Prussia were at war, he strove to 
persuade the Hungarians to repudiate the 
compromise made with Austria which Deak 
had effected, but invain. Then he settled 
down in Turin, Italy, tospend the remainder 
of his life in exlle. He never would return 
to Hungary, though often invited to do so 
and even elected several times to a seat in 
the Hungarian Parliament. 

When pressed by poverty in 1880 he began 
to publish part of his Memoirs, and he 
continued for some years in writing the story 
of his life.
